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David  Cory  of  "Parsippany",  New  Jersey.

Many  years  ago  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Zophar  Cory  of  Kane, 
Green  County,  Illinois,  knew  the  facts  of  their  grand-parents  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  They  knew  that  great-grand¬ 
father,  David  Cory,  Senior,  and  Grand-father,  David  Cory,  Junior, 

“had  marched  together  and  fought  the  enemy"  in  several  campaigns 
of  the  war  for  freedom.  In  later  years  these  "facts"  were  forgotten 
in  the  march  of  time. 

However,  some  thirty-five  years  ago  an  effort  was  made  to  find 
evidence  of  their  participation  in  the  revolution  in  order  that  some 
of  the  descendants  might  Join  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution.  The  search  continued  for  years  without  success.  Never¬ 
theless,  clues  had  been  found  that  indicated  the  facts  to  be  true, 
so,  a  new  search  was  started  several  years  ago. 

Recently,  a  lot  of  revolutionary  war  records  of  Essex  and 
Morris  counties.  New  Jersey,  were  re-examined,  and  it  is  now  be¬ 
lieved  that  evidence  has  been  found  to  prove  that  David  Cory,  Senior, 
of  Parsippany,  and  David  Cory,  Junior,  of  the  same  region,  were  in¬ 
deed  soldiers  of  the  revolutionary  war,  and  by  virtue  of  that  mili¬ 
tary  service  are  entitled  to  official  recognition  for  their  parti¬ 
cipation  in  the  conflict  for  freedom. 

For  years  it  has  been  known  that  there  were  five  men  by  the 
name  of  David  Cory  who  lived  in  New  Jersey,  four  in  Morris  County, 
and  one  in  Essex  County,  who  were  of  the  right  age  to  have  served 
in  the  military  forces  during  the  revolution.  In  fact,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  all  did  participate  in  one  way  or  another.  Therefore, 
the  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  prove,  if  possible,  the  locale  of 
each,  and  to  establish  facts  that  each  did  participate  in  the  war. 

First:  The  facts  in  regard  David  Cory  of  Essex  County  is 
presented  in  order  to  establish  his  record  and  to  eliminate  him  in 
the  overall  study  of  the  Morris  County  records.  To  quote  from  the 
Official  Register  of  Officers  and  Men  of  New  Jersey  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  published  by  William  S.  Stryker  in  1872,  at  Trenton, 

New  Jersey. 

The  facts  are  a3  follows: 

On  page  553,  Abner  Corey,  Essex  county,  N.J. 

"  555,  Elnathan  Cory,  Essex  county,  N.J. 

"  555,  Joseph  Cory,  Essex  county,  N.J. 
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The  above  named  "soldiers11  of  Essex  county,  all  served  in 
the  Essex  county  militia.  There  is  no  mention  of  David  Cory  in 
the  list  from  Essex  county.  However,  there  is  found  the  following, 

On  page  173,  David  Cory,  also  militia. 

”  555,  David  Cory,  Eastern  Battalion, 

Morris  county, 

Also  State  Troops, 

Also  Continental  Arny. 

The  above  indicates  there  were  two  men  by  the  name  of  David 
Cory  as  having  served  in  the  war.  In  fact,  the  above  indicates 
that  David  Cory  of  Essex  county  was  not  one  of  them. 

Information  copied  from  the  "Lineal  Descendants  of  Captain 
James  Cory,  Vol.  1,  Part  1,  published  in  1937,  states.  "Jame3  Cory 
was  in  the  Essex  county  militia,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  under 
command  of  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  Spencer,  soon  after  the  war  began.  Mention 
of  his  military  service  was  discovered  in  the  record  of  Elnathan  Cory, 
who  was  a  private  under  him,  and  a  son  of  his  brother  Ebenezer." 
Further,  "James  Cory’s  brother  Joseph  was  among  the  wounded  on  June 
8th,  while  retarding  the  British  progress  near  Elizabethtown,  and  an 
elder  brother  Jeremiah  was  taken  prisoner.  Another  brother  Daniel 
was  a  revolutionary  war  soldier,  also  a  brother  Thomas  is  believed 
to  have  served  in  the  war. 

It  also  has  been  proved  that  Abner  Cory,  a  brother  of  David 
Cory  of  Essex  county,  served  as  a  private  in  the  Essex  county  militia. 
It  also  has  been  proved  that  Elnathan  Cory,  and  Joseph  Cory,  cousins 
of  David  Cory  of  Essex  county,  also  served  in  the  Essex  county  mili¬ 
tia.  However,  there  is  no  evidence  that  David  Cory  of  Essex  county, 
who  lived  at  Westfield,  served  in  the  war  other  than  the  supposition 
that  he  served  in  the  Morris  county  militia.  In  fact,  there  is  no 
logical  reason  for  David  Cory  of  Essex  county,  especially  when  there 
was  an  Essex  county  militia,  to  travel  to  Morris  county  to  serve  in 
the  Morris  county  militia. 

Therefore,  it  is  believed  that  a  •'mistake"  was  made  when  the 
membership  generalogist  of  the  Daughters  Society  of  the  American 
Revolution,  in  1897,  stated  that  David  Cory  of  Westfield,  Essex 
county,  New  Jersey,  served  as  a  private  in  Captain  Isaac  Halsey’s 
company  attached  to  Col.  Silvanus  Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris 
county  militia. 

However,  there  seems  to  be  evidence  that  David  Cory  of  West- 
field,  Essex  county,  New  Jersey,  participated  in  the  conflict. 
According  to  Miss  Harriet  C.  Dickinson  of  Helena,  Montana,  who 
published  in  1914,  "Some  Chronicle  of  the  Cory  Family."  On  page 
20,  she  wrote,  "David  Cory  was  a  soldier  of  the  American  Revolution, 
serving  six  months  of  each  year  in  the  war.  Old  family  papers  in 
our  possession  record  the  fact  that  during  the  winter  of  1779,  he 
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gave  up  part  of  his  kitchen  in  Westfield,  known  as  the  long  kitchen, 
as  soldiers  headquarters,  and  supplied  their  meager  rations  from  his 
own  store,  while  his  kind-hearted  wife,  with  liberal  hand,  often 
supplied  the  soldiers  with  delicacies  from  her  own  table.  "Further, 
she  wrote,  "The  kitchen  in  which  the  soldiers  were  quartered  at  the 
time  of  the  revolution  in  the  winter  of  1779,  is  full  of  interest. 

In  the  floor  under  the  middle  window,  is  a  trap-door  that  leads  into 
a  box-like  place  in  the  cellar,  and  this  communicates  with  an  under¬ 
ground  passage,  which  extends  the  full  length  of  the  cellar,  and 
beyond,  about  fifty  or  sixty  feet  to  the  barn.  When  Westfield  was 
sacked  by  the  British  soldiers  in  June,  1780,  the  soldiers  then 
quartered  in  the  house,  were  enabled  to  make  their  excape  through 
the  underground  passage  to  the  barn,  and  from  thence  to  the  dense 
woods  which  surrounded  the  place  at  that  time,"  Further,  she 
wrote,  trDavid  Cory  was  a  private  in  Easton* s  Battalion,  also  Con¬ 
tinental  army,  also  State  Troops. 

Further,  Miss  Dickinson  wrote,  ,fDavid  Cory  was  born  at  West- 
field,  Essex  county,  N.J.,  July  31,  1750,  and  died  at  Ballston  Spa, 
N.Y.,  March  18,  1809.  He  married  July  12,  1769,  Jemima  Ross, 
daughter  of  John  Ross,  in  the  presbyterian  Church  at  Westfield, 

New  Jersey. 

Note:  According  to  the  will  of  his  father,  John  Cory,  also 
of  Westfield,  N.J.,  who  died  in  1768,  this  David  Cory  inherited  the 
homestead  at  Westfield,  N.J.  Therefore,  it  is  believed  that  the 
above  tells  the  story  of  David  Cory  of  Essex  county,  N.J.,  as  far 
as  possible  from  printed  records. 

Secondly:  The  New  Jersey  Archives  record  the  fact  that  a 
David  Cory,  Sr.,  of  Hanover,  Morris  county,  N.J.  died  in  1769.  His 
will  names  his  widow,  Mary,  and  his  "eldest  son"  David  Cory.  Also, 
the  Whippany  Presbyterian  church  records  state  that  on  Dec.  29, 

1746,  David  Cory  and  Mary  Hambleton  were  married.  This  David  Cory, 
Sr.,  could  not  have  participated  in  the  revolutionary  war  because 
of  his  death  in  1769. 

However,  his  "eldest  son",  David  Cory  and  Phebe  Brant  were 
married,  July  4,  1775,  in  the  Whippany  Presbyterian  church.  Further, 
the  Whippany  Presbyterian  church  graveyard  has  a  tombstone  that 
states,  "David  Cory  died  July  14,  1811,  64  years  of  age,  and  Phebe 
Cory,  wife  of  David  Cory,  died  Jan.  7,  1830,  79  years  of  age.  This 
proves  that  David  Cory  lived  in  the  Whippany  community  of  Hanover 
Township  all  his  life.  Incidently,  Whippany  is  located  about  four 
miles  east  of  Morristown.  Therefore,  it  is  believed  that  this  David 
Cory  was  of  the  right  age  to  have  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 

Another  marriage  at  the  Whippany  Presbyterian  church  was  that 
of  a  David  Cory  and  Hannah  Richards,  dated  Jan.  1,  1781.  This  David 
Cory  is  believed  to  have  been  a  son  of  Jonathan  Cory  and  his  first 
wife  Rachel  Meritt,  who  were  married  Jan.  14,  1748,  at  the  Morris¬ 
town  Presbyterian  church.  Incidently,  Jonathan  Cory  was  a  younger 
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brother  of  David  Cory,  Sr.,  above.  This  David  Cory  is  believed  to 
have  died  in  Morris  county  in  1830.  Therefore,  this  David  Cory, 
was  also  of  the  right  age  to  have  served  in  the  revolution. 

Another  item  of  interest  was  copied  from  the  book,  "Historic 
Morristown,  New  Jersey,  the  story  of  its  first  century,"  published 
in  1905,  by  Andrew  M.  Sherman.  On  page  267,  he  wrote,  "Soon  after 
the  revolution,  one  Jonathan  Ruchman,  who  had  served  in  the  state 
militia,  made  application  for  a  pension.  He  personally  testified, 

"he  had  performed  one  months  duty  near  Morristown,  near  Fort  Non¬ 
sense,  under  Captain  Cory,  in  May,  1778."  Also  on  page  269,  "During 
the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1778,  on  Fort  Nonsense  Hill,  rude  earthworks 
were  thrown  up  by  Captain  Cory*s  company,  or  one  of  the  other  companies 
which  seemed  to  have  had  one  months  duty  there. 

The  Captain  Cory  above  has  been  identified  as  a  Captain  Benjamin 
Cory  who  was  a  resident  of  Morris  county  at  that  time. 


An  article  on  the  "Cory  Family"  published  in  1900  in  the  New 
York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  magazine,  by  Lucy  D.  Akerly, 
features  a  genealogical  chart  of  the  descendants  of  John  Cory, 
founder  of  the  Southampton  and  Southold  family  of  Suffolk  county. 
Long  Island,  New  York.  lr~3t~0{*  1 


Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  Sheriff  David  Cory  lived  there 
during  his  lifetime,  1690-1758.  The  family  chart  of  Sheriff  David 
Cory  gives  a  complete  list  of  his  wives  and  children,  and  also  grand¬ 
children  as  far  as  is  known.  Of  his  children,  the  chart  names  Zophar 
Cory,  born  Mov.  15,  1730,  also  a  David  Cory,  born  June  29,  1734. 
However,  in  the  case  of  Zophar  and  David,  there  is  no  information  as 
to  whom  they  married,  or  the  names  of  their  children,  or  what  became 
of  them. 


However,  the  answer  was  found  in  New  Jersey  church  records. 
In  fact,  the  Westfield  Presbyterian  church  gives  the  marriage  of 
Zophar  Cory  and  Elizabeth  Acan,  dated  Dec.  5,  1759*  Also  in  the 
"Lost  Records"  of  the  same  church,  the  baptisms  of  Elizabeth  and 
John,  children  of  Zophar  and  Elizabeth  Cory  were  dated  August  24, 
1766. 


The  records  of  the  Morristown  Presbyterian  Church  state  that 
David  Cory  and  Eunice  Allen  were  married  April  3,  1758.  Also  in 
the  "Allen  Genealogy",  published  in  the  New  Jersey  Genealogical 
Magazine,  Vol.  13-16,  it  states  that  Eunice  Allen,  Born  Dec.  5, 
1738,  married  David  Cory,  and  died  before  1768.  Annette  Ball, 
in  her  History  of  the  Parsippany  Presbyterian  Church,  page  7, 
states,  "Parsippany,  April  30,  1774,  at  a  parish  meeting  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  twelve  men  were  named  to  buy  land  for  a  new  parsonage. 

The  ninth  name  of  the  list  was  David  Cory.  Then,  in  the  Parsippany 
church  records,  Minister  Joseph  Graver  wrote,  "David  Cory  joined 
in  the  holy  bonds  of  marriage,  Jan.  28,  1779,  to  Rachel  Dallas, 
the  widow  of  Archibald  Dallas. 


/  . 
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Further:  At  the  September  term  of  Court  for  Morris  county, 
1781,  the  following  deposition  was  taken:  "Samuel  Frost,  a  J.P., 
for  the  county  of  Morris,  deposes  and  saith  that  in  the  year  1772, 
he  saw  Rachel  Frost  married  to  Archibald  Dallas,  and  since  Dallas* 
decease,  she  hath  married  David  Cory,  Sr,  of  Parsippany,  Sworn  to 
this  6th  day  of  July,  1781,  (Signed  by)  Benjamin  Howell. 

The  information  heretofore  indicates  that  David  Cory,  Senior, 
married  Eunice  Allen,  first,  and  Rachel  (Frost)  Dallas,  a  widow, 
second.  Also,  the  mention  of  David  Cory,  Sr.,  of  Parsippany,  proves 
that  there  was  a  David  Cory,  Junior,  residing  in  the  same  region  at 
that  time.  Therefore,  their  residence  in  Parsippany  becomes  an 
established  fact. 

According  to  the  Cory  Family  bible  record  now  in  possession 
of  Mrs.  Finis  Linder  of  Carrollton,  Ills.,  David  Cory  was  bom,  Aug. 
26,  1759,  and  died  Jan.  18,  1813.  Also,  Mary  Cory,  his  wife,  was 
born  on  Feb.  10,  1757,  died,  Oct.  24,  1829*  The  birth-date  given 
in  the  bible  indicates  that  David  Cory,  first  bom  of  David  Cory 
and  wife  Eunice  Allen  Cory  was  born  in  Morris  County,  N.J.  Also, 
that  he  was  the  only  David  Cory  living  in  Morris  county  that  was  a 
Junior. 


The  Cory  family  bible  referred  to  was  printed  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  about  the  time  of  the  revolutionary  war.  It  is  in  good  con¬ 
dition  and  the  birth  and  death  dates  of  David  Cory  and  wife  Mary 
Cory  and  also  those  of  the  children  were  copied  from  the  bible  and 
are  as  follows.

The  Mary  Cory,  above,  wife  of  David  Cory,  is  be lived  to  have 
been  Mary  Bates,  born  Feb.  10,  1757,  baptised,  March  20,  1757,  in 
the  Hanover  Presbyterian  church,  Morris  county.  New  Jersey,  and  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Ball)  Bates. 
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According  to  a  biographical  sketch  found  in  the  Green  county 
Census  Book  of  1870,  published  by  Andreas,  Iyter  and  Company  of 
Davenport,  Iowa,  page  34,  ,,Dr.  Luther  Cory,  M.  D.,  of  Kane  town¬ 
ship,  Green  county,  Illinois,  born  in  New  Jersey,  Feb*  18,  1789, 
died  in  Green  county,  July  29,  1850.  He  was  from  Addison  county, 
Vermont. 

Another  biographical  sketch  found  in  a  history  of  Green  County 
says,  "Dr.  Luther  Cory  of  Kane,  Green  county.  Ills.,  was  a  native 
of  New  Jersey,  Born  Feb,  18,  1789,  and  when  a  few  months  of  age, 
his  parents  moved  to  Addison  county,  Vermont,  where  they  spent  the 
balance  of  their  lives.  Dr.  Cory  practiced  medicine  at  Bridport, 
Vermont.  He  married  Sept.  3,  1815,  Hannah  Miner.  He  served  two 
terms  in  tho  Vermont  Legislature,  and  in  1844  came  to  Kane.  He 
died  July  20,  1850. 

Another  brief  sketch  in  the  same  history  says:  uZophar  Cory 
died  Nov.  5f  I860,  and  is  buried  in  the  Kane  cemetary.  His  son 
Oliver  P.  Cory  was  a  contractor  and  builder.  He  was  a  native  of 
Vermont,  born  in  Addison  county,  the  fourth  child  of  Zophar  and 
Alice  (Jfyrick)  Cory,  who  settled  in  Green  county  in  1832.  Oliver 
Cory  married  1851,  Isabella  Morfeat.  In  1852  they  moved  to  Macoupin 
county. 


The  following  information  was  taken  from  the  Bridport,  Vermont, 
cemetary  tombstones: 

David  Cory,  died  Nov.  29,  1809,  in  the  76th  year  of  age. 

"This  modest  stone  in  truth  may  say,  here  lies  an  honest  man. 

Note:  76  years  of  age  would  make  him  bom  in  1734.  This  is  the 
year  David  Cory,  son  of  Sheriff  David  Cory  was  born. 

Sarah,  widow  of  David  Cory,  died  March  2,  1841.  72  years  of 

age.  The  name  Sarah  indicates  she  is  the  third  wife  of  David  Cory. 

David  Cory,  died  Jan.  18,  1813,  54  years  of  age.  Note:  54 
years  of  age  would  make  him  born  in  1759.  This  is  the  date  of  his 
birth  according  to  the  Cory  Family  bible. 

Mary  Cory,  died  Oct.  24,  1829,  73  years  of  age.  Note:  72 
years  of  age  would  make  her  born  in  1757.  This  is  the  date  of  her 
birth  in  the  Cory  Family  bible. 

Further  proof  of  the  residence  of  David  Cory,  Junior,  and 
family  is  found  in  the  United  States  census  of  1790  for  Vermont, 
Bridport  township,  Addison  county,  as  follows:

The  name  of  Eunice  Hayward  Corey  is  omitted  in  this  because 
she  was  probably  married.  Anyway,  she  was  over  21  years  of 
age. 


This  census  information  tallies  in  every  way  with  the  bible 
record  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Finis  Linder  of  Carrollton,  Illinois. 

On  March  27th,  1958,  the  Department  of  Defense,  State  of  New 
Jersey,  at  Trenton,  furnished  me  with  a  record  of  the  four  men  named 
David  Cory  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  from  Morris  county. 
New  Jersey,  from  1775  to  1783.  The  information  follows: 

David  Cory,  private.  Captain  Josiah  Hall’s  Company,  Eastern 
Battalion,  Morris  comity  militia. 

David  Cory,  Private,  Captain  Stephen  Munson’s  Company, 

Eastern  Battalion,  Morris  county  militia.  On  rolls  as  a 
substitute,  October,  1777. 
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David  Cory,  private,  Captain  Isaac  Halsey’s  company,  (from 
Parsippany)  Col.  Silvanus  Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris 
County  Militia. 

David  Cory,  Private,  Captain  Joshua  Crane’s  Company.  Col. 
Seely’s  Battalion,  Morris  County  militia. 

David  Cory,  Private,  Captain  Stephen  Baldwin’s  Company, 

Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris  County  militia.  June  7 
to  14,  1780.  Was  at  the  Battle  of  Connecticut  Farms,  June 
7,  1780. 

David  Cory,  Sargeant-Major,  Col.  Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion, 
Morris  county  militia.  In  active  service  at  the  alarm  of 
Springfield  from  June  7  to  15,  1780. 

David  Cory,  Jr.,  private.  Captain  Josiah  Crane’s  Company, 
Eastern  Battalion,  Morris  County  militia.  Return  dated 
May  7,  1780. 

David  Cory,  Jr.,  private,  Captain  Stephen  Baldwin’s 
Company,  first  regiment,  New  Jersey  Continental  Line. 

Enlisted  from  Eastern  Regiment,  Morris  County  militia. 

May  30,  1778,  served  nine  months.  Joined  Captain  Baldwin’s 
company  on  June  5,  1778.  Discharged,  March  1,  1779. 

Therefore,  the  fact  that  "David  Cory,  a  private  in  Captain 
Isaac  Halsey’s  Company,  (frcm  Parsippany)  attached  to  Col.  Silvanus 
Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris  county  militia,1'  is  proof  that 
this  company  was  frcm  Parsippany,  and  it  is  believed  that  other 
records  herewith  prove  that  David  Cory,  Sr.,  was  from  Parsippany. 

Therefore,  it  is  believed  that  the  David  Cory,  born,  June  29, 
1734,  Suffolk  county,  N.Y.,  and  died  Nov.  29,  1809,  Addison  county, 
Vermont,  and  married,  first,  April  3,  1758,  Eunice  Allen,  b,  Dec. 

5,  1738  in  Morris  county,  died  before  1768,  married  second,  Rachel 
Frost  Dallas,  Jan.  28,  1779,  at  Parsippany,  New  Jersey.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  therefore,  that  this  David  Cory  is  one  and  the  same  person 
and  participated  in  the  revolutionary  war  in  Captain  Isaac  Halsey’s 
Company  of  Parsippany,  N.J. 

The  following  is  believed  to  be  of  sufficient  proof  that  David 
Cory,  Junior,  served  in  the  revolutionary  war.  The  item  follows: 

David  Cory,  Jr.,  private  in  Captain  Stephen  Baldwin’s  Company, 
first  regiment.  New  Jersey  Continental  Line,  enlisted  from  Eastern 
Regiment,  Morris  county  militia.  May  30,  1778,  served  nine  months. 

He  joined  Captain  Baldwin’s  company,  June  5,  1778,  discharged  March 
1,  1779. 

It  is  also  believed  that  David  Cory,  Jr.,  a  private  in  Captain 
Josiah  Crane’s  company,  Eastern  Regiment,  Morris  county  militia,  is 
the  same  person  as  indicated  in  above  reference  to  David  Cory,  Junior. 
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It  may  also  be  possible  that  David  Cory,  Senior,  of  Parsippany 
may  have  also  participated  in  action  at  the  Alarm  of  Springfield,  as 
the  Sargeant-Major  in  Col.  Silvanus  Seely* s  Eastern  Battalion,  from 
the  7th  to  15th  of  June,  1780.  Or  on  the  other-hand,  he  may  have 
served  as  a  private  in  Stephen  Baldwin’s  company,  attached  to  Col. 
Seely’s  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris  county  militia,  June  7  to  14*  1780 
in  the  battle  of  Connecticut  Farms. 

However,  it  is  believed  that  David  Cory  of  Hanover,  son  of  the 
David  Cory  who  died  in  1769  in  Hanover  township,  Morris  county,  N.J. 
served  in  one  of  the  above  engagements.  Also,  it  is  possible  that 
David  Cory,  (supposed  son  of  Jonathan,  brother  of  the  elder  David 
Cory  who  died  in  1769)  may  have  participated  in  one  or  both  of  these 
engagements. 

Anyway,  there  are  still  two  service  records  of  David  Cory  un¬ 
accounted  for,  and  it  is  believed  that  one  or  the  other  of  the  Han¬ 
over  David  Cory’s  were  in  those  engagements.  In  fact,  it  may  be, 
as  far  as  I  know,  that  the  descendants  of  either  one  of  these  David 
Cory’s  may  have  already  proved  their  participation  in  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  war* 
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
